State Fair held at Springfield, August 16th to 23d, 1930, start- 
ed promptly at 9:00 a. m. Tuesday with a good bunch of breed- 
ers and feeders watching with interest the placing of each 
class, which was done by Judge Stanley R. Pierce, of Creston, 
Illinois. The famous Aberdeen-Angus breeder and feeder E. 
P. Hall is Supt. in charge of the Beef Cattle Department and 
every effort has been made to make every exhibitor feel at 
home and want to come back next year. While in numbers the 
show was not up to last year the quality was better than last 
year and it was an Aberdeen-Angus show that will do the 
breed as well as the breeders much good. We had twenty- 
seven exhibitors, part of which were calf club boys and girls 
but these fine boys and girls are going to be the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders of tomorrow and they deserve much credit for 
their ability to fit calves that are able to go out and win over 
the cattle of the old breeders. ; 

Sarah Ann and John J. Tolan of Farraingdale had out 
several wonderful steers and these two youngsters are a pair 
that sure know their cattle but they have a right tod because 
they are the son and daughter of J. Garrett Tolan the man 
who bred the Grand Champion Aberdeen-Angus bull at the 
1929 International, Eileenmere 15th. It was also with the

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The lowa State Fair and National Live Stock Show celebrated 
its seventy-sixth anniversary in true form. While the crowds did 
not keep up in numbers with those of last year which were by all 
odds the greatest in the history of this institution, they did ap- 
proach the five year average in spite of the drought stricken areas 
seattered over the state. As a whole according to government re- 
ports there will be a shortage of food stuffs for the coming win- 
ter, however this shortage will not prove serious except in certain 
hard stricken areas. For that reason rural Lowa, as a whole, press- 
ed by the shortage but not seriously, came forward to enjoy her an- 
nual holiday period during the ten days from August 20th to 29th, 
1930. 
The pleasing feature about this fair to the writer was found in 
the keen interest shown about the live stock barns and sheds. Folks 
generally loitered longer and asked more questions of a sensible, 
serious nature, indicating 
that they were really inter- 
ested. As we sat upon the 
straw bales in the alley 
ways back of the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle we overheard 
more inquiries for cattle 
than we have usually not- 
ed. Some little buying was 
going on and many pros- 
pects were unearthed for 
future business. 

This show is getting so 
big that the later and new- 
er attractions are forced 
pretty well toward the 
opening of the fair. Carl 
Oldsen certainly started 
something when he put ov- 
er his scheme for a pure 
bred beef heifer club clas- 
sification last year. Most 
of the heifers shown last 
season appeared again this 
year before Judge Kildee 
on Friday afternoon, Aug- 
ust 22d—Elliott Brown’s splendidly fitted heifer Blackcap Lassie 
B. 2d 419887, sired by Excelsior Marshall 367546, was by far the 
outstanding heifer in this class, and made a very attractive first 
prize winner. Elliott has graduated from a Club member to a full 
tledged breeder and is this year blooming out with one of the 
strongest breeding herds on the big circuit. That’s what comes 
from good 4-H training and the natural cattle instinct that belongs 
to this Brown family. 

Keen interest on the part of boys and girls and their parents 
centered in the junior class when thirty choice young heifers 
dropped between January Ist and September 30th, 1929, came 
prancing into the arena. They lined up along the rail and the Pro- 
fessor gave them the once over and invited the kiddies to “give ’em 
a walk.” These youngsters ranged in size from the wee auburn 
haired lad who could scarcely see atop his heifer to Elliott Brown 
who is passing out of the Club picture with this showing. Elliott 
had a pair of splendidly fitted heifers which he hoped would stand 
one, two—but there was a fly in the ointment. Wendell Weidlein, 
showing Blackcap Tolan 22d a very thick, lowset, typey daughter 
of the International grand champion Eileenmere 15th, had been 
figuring the whole season on just about the same lineup. This lit- 
tle chap succeeded in placing his heifer first, with Elliott second 
and third with Blackcap Lassie B. 4th 428852, by Excelsior Mar- 
shall, and Kone Elliot B. 437676, by Elite Marshall 389369, both 
bulls sons of Earl Marshall. Wendell scored again in fourth place 
with another tidy, deep bodied, short legged, wide backed daughter 
of Eileenmere 15th. Fifth place was held by Queen EK. R. 439134, 
shown by Kenneth Caldwell and sired by Gay of The West. 

In this group was a number of outstanding individuals, the 
making of a great lot of breeding cows and it will be most inter- 
esting to see these heifers returned next year. The Journal hopes 
the lads showing will profit by this year’s experience and that ev- 
ery one will return next year not alone with this same heifer for 
the senior class but with another for the junior class. Just how far

do not know, but the Journal is of the opinion that it will be fe 
to add another year so the boys will have an opportunity to ret 
their heifers for the third time—with calves at foot. If we are not 
mistaken this feature of the show properly fostered will develo 
real breeders much quicker and of a more substantial type than Ph 
been the case in the steer show. - 
The Baby Beef Show. 

At eight o’clock Saturday morning the nearly six hundred baby 
beeves turned their noses toward the wind and found themselve, 
lined by classes and breeds in their respective places before special 
ly selected judges whose high ambition was to select for his indi- 
vidual breed a champion steer that would stand the final test and 
bring home to that breed the grand championship ribbon. Unlike 
many other shows, the three breeds are shown separately and 
there are three classes for 
each breed, arranged ge. 
cording to age. Hence there 
were nine classes in all, 
These six hundred had been 
selected from approxi- 
mately thirty-five hundred 
calves that had been start- 
ed—some in nearly every 
county in the state. 

The magnitude of this 
show is far beyond the ex- 
pectations of those who or- 
iginally sponsored it. “Milt” 
Tudor, long time Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder and student 
of type and character, for 
the eleventh time passed 
judgment on the Aberdeen- 
Angus calves. His work js 
most excellent. Under his 
judgment the Aberdeen- 
Angus baby beef. section 
has grown in_ popularity 
and nine times out of the 
eleven shows has he been 
able to select from the calves brought before him one that would 
be good enough to win the grand championship honors—and s0 it 
happened again this year. His type has been impressed upon the | 
boys and girls and the older heads too who have been directing this _ 
work. As a result there is more evenness shown each year in the 
Aberdeen-Angus section. 

Perhaps one of the happiest persons at this great baby beef 
show was none other than “Johnny” Day, the lad who had the early 
years of this work under personal supervision. John Day has for 
some time been confined to the hospital at Denver and is now on 
furlough for a month or so, and of course managed to get this 
leave of absence at a time when he could most enjoy it. Johnny 
has begun to take on the type and general characteristics of the 
true Aberdeen-Angus, he’s getting wide and thick and with it even 
more good natured than of old. Sure glad to see you Johnny boy. 

There were sixty-five calves in the first class, which proved 
to be the hardest to place, because of lack of type and uniformity 
and finish as well. The tops were good but not outstanding, Arthur 
Franzenburg, of Keystone, landed a very satisfactory calf in first 
place, in fact the tops were very good, but they lacked a little of 
being in the championship class. 

Fifty-four calves came forward in the intermediate class—they 
were somewhat stronger and gave more encouragement to those 
who were casting for the championship calf. Elmer Goecke, o 
Marshalltown, placed his calf called “Dutch” at the head of the 
list, but he had no walkaway, the next two had many friends als. 
Floyd Deal, of Winfield, showed “Benny” to the second place and 
Anna Kathryn Burns, of Oxford, a little Miss in whom Pat Dono 
hoe seemed mightily interested placed “Edelyn’s Model” for third. 
When the ribbons were tied Patrick smiled and said “that’s me 
ee en a pair is enough to make any granddaddy 
smile. 

Fifty-five was the count when the junior section had lined up

elebration of Ohio’s eightieth expo- 
an during the week of August 25th to 
30th brought joy to all Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders and admirers throughout the coun- 
try. The breeding cattle section fell below 
par as to numbers, there being but sixty 
head brought before judge Turnbull. While 
the numbers were not as great as had been 
expected the quality was nevertheless out- 
~~ of twelve carlots of fat cat- 
tle brought to the Blacks honors of the 
highest degree. Fred Blecke of Wood coun- 
ty showed the champion load. Tom John- 
son, extensive feeder at Camp Chase, show- 
ed a very close second and 
Clarence Slack, who had 
the championship load last 
year placed another fine 
ioad in third. Thus the 
Aberdeen-Angus fat bul- 
locks covered completely 
the three top positions, 
removing any doubt as to 
the ability of the breed to 
accomplish an open grand 
championship. The fourth 
position was occupied by 
the first prize load of 
Herefords. These bullocks 
had been fed at the Ohio 
Experimental station. 
Judge A. Ettlinger of Wil- 
son & Company, of Chi- 
cago, pronounced the first 
five loads good enough to 
go into any show in the 
country. His work was 
highly satisfactory to both 
exhibitors and the ring- 
side. 

Seasonal conditions had 
not been the best in Ohio 
this year so the state fair 
management was highly 
pleased with the attend- 
ance record which ap- 
proached within ten per 
cent the high record last 
year. While the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding classes were not represent- 
ed by so many cattle as all would liked to 
have seen lined up on this tanbark there 
were a satisfactory list of exhibitors— 
among them several new ones. The most 
successful among these new exhibitors was 
John K. Martin & Sons who showed but two 
head—securing the high honor of exhibiting 
the grand champion bull of the show. Judge 
Turnbull found a splendid lot of cattle and 
was able among them to find very worthy 
specimens for his championship ribbons, 
both in the bull and the female classes. 

The aged bull class of five head was 
headed by Excelsior Marshall 3d 393528, the 
very fine bull purchased last spring by 
Messrs. John K. Martin & Sons, of Troy, 
Ohio. at the Brown sale in Iowa. The Mar- 
tins have done an excellent job of carrying 
this bull along and he was able to defeat 
Hutchinson’s good bull Prizemere 102d and 
Thompson’s champion Black Enecho 414473. 
Mr. Little presented his two year old, Er- 
win Marshall Jr. 412461, as the only bull in 
his class which made him eligible to the 
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senior championship contest. The three sen- 
ior yearling bulls were headed by Thomp- 
son’s 1930 Illinois State Fair grand cham- 
pion, Black Enecho 2d 429978. In the sen- 
ior championship contest the older bull, Ex- 
celsior Marshall 3d, a grandson of Earl 
Marshall, came to the front and claimed the 
ticket, later defeating the junior champion 
for the final or grand championship honors 
in the bull division. 

The junior bull classes were a little 
stronger in attendance. Four junior year- 
lings lined up for the judge who finally se- 
lected Echo’s Evermore 429918 from the Dr. 
Sublette herd in Kentucky for first place.

Wilson & Son took first in the Summer 
Yearling class with Elberic 429015, an Elba 
son of Blackcap A. of Balweare. There was 
some real keen competition in the bull calf 
class where six youngsters commanded the 
attention of the judge. Hutchinson & Son, 
of Ohio, showed Eclipse of Fairview 437098, 
a son of Prizemere 102d to the head of the 
class and later succeeded in placing him up 
in the junior championship class. 
Thompson, Wilson & Son, and Little cap- 
tured the six blue ribbons in the female sec- 
tions, two each in the order named. Black- 
bird Elmore 378108 won the blue in the ag- 
ed cow class of six head and proved good 
enough for the senior and grand champion- 
ship tickets as well. She is a daughter of 
Elmore 2d°319445 and the great old breed- 
ing cow Brookside Blackbird 5th. Three 
fine two year olds lined up with Eriny’s El- 
more 2d 413088, another daughter of the 
same bull at the head. This was the senior

The junior yearling show of four heifers 
was headed by Blackcap Enecho 434498 a 
daughter of Enecho Peer that was shown 
by the Wilsons. Seven fine summer year- 
ling heifers made one of the most interest- 
ing shows. Mr. Little won this class with 
Erica L. 9th 440364 a daughter of Enden 2d 
399316 by Eyden. He also won the heifer 
calf class of seven with Erica of Elmwood 
440365, a daughter of Erwin Marshall Jr. a 
son of Erwin Marshall. The judge found in 
this very attractive little heifer something 
‘ that was good enough for 

the junior female cham- 

pionship. 

As has been so notice- 
able at all the fairs this 
season the crowds around 
the Aberdeen-Angus judg- 
ing arena were larger 
than last year and the in- 
terest seems to be intensi- 
fied. The season being a 
little off for many other 
things on the farm is 
partly responsible for 
these people _ looking 
around to find something 
that will help straight- 
en out their immediate 
troubles. There is, of 
course, going to be a 
shortage of feed stuffs in 
certain localities, never- 
theless there will be an 
abundance of roughage 
that must necessarily go 
the cattle route if it is to 
be consumed profitably, 
and there is no other cow 
beast that will more prof- 
itably consume this sort 
of feed than will the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cow. Fol- 
lowing is a complete list 
of the winnings:

THE AUSTRALIAN BEEF SITUATION; 
AMERICAN CATTLE TO AID IMPROVEMENT. 

Mr. James R. Barclay, secretary of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 
Society, who has been touring Australia, has returned to Scotland. 
Before he left, he told a representative of the Sydney Farmer and 
Settler his impressions of Australian cattle-raising methods. 

“Being a tactful and courteous man,” says the Farmer and 
Settler, “Mr. Barclay covered up his criticism with many kindly 
references to our climate, and the hospitality of our people, to the 
immensity of our estates, and to the great opportunities that we 
have for development, but the criticism was evident just the same. 
He was appalled at the cattle that he saw in our sale yards. He 
was amazed that a wealthy community such as Sydney’s would be 
content to eat the class of cattle he saw in the Flemington yards.” 

Mr. Barclay, the writer goes on, merely confirmed the opinion 
of Mr. W. G. Britten, the secretary of the Hereford Herd Book So- 
ciety of England, who visited Australia a few years ago. He, too, 
was appalled at the infinitely small percentage of well-bred, well- 
fattened cattle that he saw in the Homebush, EHnoggera and Flem- 
ington markets. He expressed astonishment that we should not 
take advantage of the calf flesh that a well-bred calf puts on in its 
first few months, and should let the calves grow into yearlings un- 
der such conditions that they lost this flesh. 

“If any cattle breeder doubts the soundness of these observa- 
tions, let him go to the Homebush market just now. The bulk of the 
cattle offered are of very poor quality, and the butchers are willing 
to pay only 25s. to 35s. per 100 lb. for them. Last week half the 
cattle offered in the fat stock sales were fit only to be offered as 
stores. There were some 600 lb. steers that were well bred and 
attractive, and these reached 46s. a hundred. Some yearling heif- 
ers, nicely finished, well bred, of good quality, brought 51s. a hun- 


ed. 
“The truth is that the cattle raiser is not doing his job well. 
He is not doing it nearly as well as the sheep raiser, as can be 
shown by the prices the sheep men get for their mutton. The mar- 


ket wants quality, and is prepared to pay for it. T 
are meeting the demand. ‘Lhe cattle ae ans not.” as Sheep men 

The Farmer and Settler, will undoubtedly be delighted to kn 
that a movement is on foot and is already in active evidence to 
prove the quality of the Australian cattle. From this continey 
has gone forward at least two exportations of most excellent AD 
erdeen-Angus to be used in the better beef campaign. These cat, 
were selected for the most part from the Glencarnock herd at Bra ‘ 
don, the remainder coming chiefly from the Hartley herd at Pa o 
North Dakota, two of America’s outstanding breeding establish’ 
ments. ‘That highly satisfactory reports should come back ‘ 
America from the purchasers together with still other orders 
later filling attests the quality ot the American cattle and the ns 
sire to make further selections from these two herds is indeed pleas. 
ing to the owners. 

In writing of the carcass classes at the recent Sydne 
Royal Show, the “Australasian” says that probably the best bee 
carcase of the lot was the youngest Bald blair steer in a pen of 
three pure Aberdeen-Angus. An Abington pure Aberdeen-Angus 
steer captured the championship over all single pen exhibits, and 
was about as prime as it is possible to make a beast. 


ITS THE SAME THE WORLD OVER 
WHEREVER GOOD BEEF IS APPRECIATED. 

From the London Live Stock Journal is taken the following 
news item which has to do with the winning at Maritzburg show 
of the highest awards possible by Aberdeen-Angus entries. Not 
alone were the Aberdeen-Angus entries winners of first place and 
grand honors but the breed came in for reserve grand honors as 
well. A breed of cattle so well founded and so indelibly impressed 
with the outstanding characteristics which make for acceptable 
grand champions in all corners of the globe surely will find favor 
with America’s farmers and beef producers. The item reads: 

“There have just come to hand the results of the seventy-fifth 
show of the Natal Royal Agricultural Society held at Maritzburg. 
Entries in the cattle section numbered 621. In the slaughter cat- 
tle classes there were 107 entries, and in this section of the show 
the outstanding feature was the remarkable series of successes won 
by representatives of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. The “blue rib- 
bon” of the section is the 90-guinea cup presented by the well- 
known meat agents, Messrs. W. Weddel and Co., Ltd., for the cham- 
pion slaughter ox of the show. This trophy was won by an Aber- 
deen-Angus steer aged two years and five months. Another steer 
of the same breed stood reserve for the supreme honours of the 
show, wnile the Woodhouse special prize for the best pair of 
slaughter cattle fit for export also fell to representatives of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed.” 


THE FEED AND CATTLE SITUATION; 
A CONTEMPORARY VIEWPOINT WELL TAKEN, 

The leading editorial in the August 25th Shorthorn World is 
about the most sensible treatise on the present cattle situation that 
we have yet discovered in the vast amount of material that has 
been written on this subject. The World says “It now looks, on 
account of the damage done to corn and other roughages by the 
prolonged drouth, that much of what may be saved from these 
crops would necessarily have to be salvaged through feeding it to 
live stock. The problem is a simple one to the farmer who has the 
necessary farm stock to consume it. It is not, however, such 4 
simple problem for the farmer who maintains but little, if any, 
live stock and those in this class are faced with a problem which 
may only be solved satisfactorily by purchasing the needed stock. 

“If this is a fairly accurate view of the situation covering the 
drouth stricken area it follows that the farmer who has the live 
stock is in the most enviable position of any and it is not at all 
improbable that he should meet with a more favorable demand for 
his herd surplus than anticipated and far better than a casual sur- 
vey of the field at the present may seem to promise. 

“There s no surplus in beef cattle numbers. There is, in fact, 
a shortage which at this time, but for the business depression and 
resultant unemployment, would force beef values to a high figure. 
In 1919 we had 38,000,000 beef cattle and 35,000,000 dairy cattle in 
the United States. In 11 years beef cattle numbers have dropped 
to 23,000,000 while dairy cattle are but a little less than the num- 
ber given as of eleven years ago. The beef cattle shrinkage has 
been quite steady since that time up to 1929 when a negligible gait 
in numbers was shown. The figures in beef cattle numbers quite 
clearly indicate that conditions rather than any oversupply are the 
causes of the slump in values and this is conceded to be the bus 
ness depression. 

Summarizing the remainder of the editorial the World is of the 
opinion that there is no reason for the owner of cattle to become 
panicky over the present outlook for the reason that a survey of the 
situation favors the conclusion that the live stock owner is in more 
enviable position, by far, than the farmer who has a lot of unmark- 
etable feed and roughage and nothing to feed it to.

I. Chieftain (318) Ericas Chieftain was 
calved in 1860 at Ballindalloch, carried in 
the belly of his dam Nightingale (262) 
(from Tillyfour) who became the field and 

stall-mate of Erica at Ballindalloch. 
Chieftain was the first bull put to

the embrace of Erica, the result of 
the union being Guardsman of Bal- 
lindalloch (658). Nightingale des- 
cends from Mary of Wester Fintray 
(21), bought by Sir Thos. Burnett 
of Crathes, breeder of the great 
Banks of Dee (12) and also of the 
Baronet 253 (839); she _ being 
bought at the 1850 first sale of Til- 
lyfour stock, at Bridgend, at which 
Sir John M. Grant bought Victor 2d 
(47) and Old Matchless (768) (the 
latter descending from the William- 
son of St. Johns Wells herd). Mary 
of Wester Fintray had been selected 
by William McCombie from the ev- 
en more celebrated prehistoric show 
herd of Robert Walker, Wester Fin- 
tray, uncle of Robert Walker, Mont- 
bletton. Nightingale and her fam- 
ily including Palmerston and Adrian 
were first prize winners in the sen- 
ior classes of the Highland Agricul- 
tural Society. Chieftain’s sire was 
Lord Clyde (249) bought by Wil- 
liam McCombie at the Powis sale of 
the late Robert Scott, Balwyllo (the 
sale catalogue of which is in the 
writer’s hand) in 1859, the sale at 
which Hugh Watson bought Presi-

Lancaster Fat Stock Show 


Grand Champion Carlot Won by Aberdeen-Angus 


The Lancaster, Pennsylvania, Fat Stock 
Show carlot championship again falls to 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed. Through the 
courtesy of the Pennsylvania Farmer the 
Journal is able here to present a picture of 
this load as the bullocks investigated new 
surroundings at the show pens. This load 
averaged 1135 pounds and sold to the At- 
lantic & Pacific stores at $20.00 per hun- 
dred weight. There were seventy-six car- 
lots composed of fourteen to twenty head 
each and one hundred seven half carlots 
consisting of seven to thirteen head each. 
Besides there were ninety-six individual 
steers, thirty-seven individual bulls and 
seventeen individual cows and _ heifers— 
making a total of approximately 2500 head 
in the show. Commenting on the show the 
‘Farmer” said: 

“The classes are few, all weights com- 
peting together in each class. The judges 
are all well known slaughterers or buyers 
and the cattle are judged therefore on their 
merits as beef producers. The carlot class 
was headed by a load of handy-weight 
Aberdeen-Angus fed by Park Shaubach of 
Lancaster county, a winner in other years 
and winner also of the half-carlot class this 


year. These cattle were both well bred and 
thoroughly ripe. They sold to the Atlantic 
& Pacific Tea Co. for the top figure of the 
day—$20 per cwt. Next to them stood a 
wonderful load of Canadian-bred Herefords, 
fed by Henry Miller of Maugansville, Md. 
These cattle were favored for first prize by 
some judges, and they were winners in a 
western Canadian feeder show. Third place 
was given a load of heavy Aberdeen-Angus 
a few of them with white faces, the smooth- 
est load of heavy cattle in the show. They 
were finished by John B. Kendig of Lancas- 
ter county. In fourth place was a load of 
dead-ripe heavy Herefords, at one time win- 
ners in the Calgary feeder show, a wonder- 
ful load of heavy steers. 

“In the half carlots Park Shaubach won 
with his handy-weight Aberdeen-Angus. 
Next’to these were some Texas Herefords 
fed by H. M. Stauffer of Lancaster county, 
very good and ripe. Herefords fed by John 
M. Sensenich took third place and Aber- 
deen-Angus fed by F. B. Royer fourth, both 
lots full of high quality beef. The first 
prize half carlot brought $19 per ewt., the. 
second $13 and the other two $12 per cwt., 
from which it will be seen that the price 


level was low. Half carlots are provided 
because many feeders in the eastern district 
finish only a few cattle each year.

dent (205). His sire’s sire was President 
(205), and his dam’s sire Cupbearer (59), 
with a rich background worth study. Scott 
was like Brown and Bowie, a breeder who 
believed in carrying on his line of herd sires 
from sire to son, and his operations, like 
theirs are worth examination. Lord Clyde 
won the first prize at the Highland Agri- 
cultural Society show in 1860 at Dumfries. 

The most celebrated representative of 
this Chieftain Erica branch is, of course, 
Young Viscount (766). 

II. Trojan (404) Ericas. It is not neces- 
sary to go into the lineage of Trojan, one 
of the “refiners” of the Ballindalloch herd, 
all that is necessary being to mention three 
of the most celebrated members of the 
branch—Eleusa (124428), Highland Agri- 
cultural Society champion at Dumfries 
1902; Juana Erica in 1905, and Equestrian 
(9953) champion at Dumfries, 1895. 

Ill. Kildonan (405) Ericas.  Kildonan 
was by the ever redoubtable Black Prince of 
Tillyfour (366) and was out of Keepsake 
(427), dam of Nymph (972) also by Black 
Prince of Tillyfour (366), and she the dam 
of Naiad (978) by Trojan (402); Naiad be- 
ing the dam of Sir Garnet (684) by Clova 
(517), noted as sire of three of the Paris 
group. 

Keepsake (427) was sired by President 
(205) who was calved in 1848, the last bull 
used at Keillor, a fact that is of high im- 
portance in other connections. He was the 
sire of fifteen sons and daughters recorded 
in the first volume of the Scottish Herd 
Book. Of this branch were Eximia Erica, 
imported by the writer, at a large price, 
from the Aberlour herd, and dam of a Chi- 
cago Fat Stock show carcass champion. 
This Aberlour Kildonan branch was also re- 
sponsible for Euroto (3720), champion fe- 
male at Highland Agricultural Society 
show, Aberdeen, 1908, and winner of the 
Group Prize at that show. She was chosen 
as representative of the breed by the Coun- 


cil of the Aberdeen-Angus Society to form 
the subject of a large photograph for exhi- 
bition at the Buenos Aires Centennial Show 
in 1910. 

It is interesting to survey the breeding of 
Young Viscount whose thin red line of ma- 
ternal descent pronounces him, according to 
the traditional code, to be an Erica. His 
dam was by Trojan (402), his grandam be- 
ing by the earlier redoubtable Ballindalloch 
male accession, Chieftain. His sire, however, 
was Hampton 187 (492), generally over- 
looked. Hampton was by Jamie of Easter 
Skene 199 (367). His dam was Matilda of 
Hillockhead 188 (1250), she being by Priam 
204 (467) he by Logie the Laird 2nd 140 
(347); Priam being out of Jenny of Tilly- 
four 154 (353). Matilda has further the dis- 
tinction of claiming as being “out of Grace, 
descended from the old Crathes herd.” 
Hampton has thus three descents, including 
Mina 189 (1009), first prize cow at Glasgow 
1267 at which Jupiter (471) by Windsor 
(221) was first (he being the first bull to 
be put to the service of Erica while at Kin- 
naird, before going to Ballindalloch), to 
“Grace, bred at Crathes” which has as much 
lustre about it as has the legend “Beauty, 
bred by Hugh Watson” that terminates the 
Erica line. 

Jamie of Easterskene, sire of Hampton, 
we find has three descents to a foundation 
“dam bred by William McCombie’—of Eas- 
terskene by Panmure of Wellhouse 59 
(119), and bred by Farquharson Taylor, last 
owner of Panmure 69 (51). Besides, Priam 
204 (467) (sire of Matilda of Hillockhead), 
as noted was by Logie the Laird 2nd 140 
(347) and out of Jenny of Tillyfour 154 
(353). 

So in this study of Young Viscount’s ex- 
tended lineage, we obtain another illustra- 
tion of the sources of the blood that entered 
into the “refining” process of the Erica 3rd 
branch: Hampton, Kildonan, Chieftain, 
Trojan, and Juryman, as. well as Black 
Prince of Tillyfour combining in the pro- 
cess. (To be continued)

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Missouri has always been an important 
Aberdeen-Angus state and many herds in 
the state have made history for the breed. 
The state ranks second in the number of 
members in the National Association, which 
indicates that Aberdeen-Angus cattle have 
been appreciated by the Missouri farmers. 
The state has more acres of potential past- 
ure land than crop land so that live stock, 
and especially beef cattle, will always be an 
important part of a suc- 
cessful agriculture in the 
state. Aberdeen - Angus 
breeding herds have al- 
ways given a good ac- 
count of themselves on 
Missouri farms and they 
are likely to continue to 
do so in the future. 

Missouri has a live state 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association. J. D. Black- 
well, of Fayette, is presi- 
dent and Victor Hoffman, 
of Queen City, is secre- 
tary. It has been diffi-

The cow herd was maintained during the 
winter on pasture, corn stalks, straw and 
clover hay, to keep down the cost of main- 
tenance, which last year was approximate- 
ly $19.00 per head for feed consumed.

calves entered in this contest were weighed 
May 8th, at which time they weighed an 
average of 168 pounds each. The calves 
were not started on feed until June 10th, at 
which time they were put on a grain ration 
consisting of equal parts of shelled corn and 
whole oats. The calves were consuming at 
the time of the meeting approximately 1%4 
bushels of corn and one bushel of oats daily. 
The amount of this feed is to be increased 
accordingly as the calves increase in weight. 
The calves had been weighed on August 8th 
at which time they weighed 373 pounds or 
a total gain of 205 pounds in 92 days. This 
is a little over two pounds per head daily 
while the calves have been receiving grain 
only during two-thirds of the period on 
which the gain was estimated.. This herd 
of cows and calves attracted a great deal of 
attention and demonstrated the value of a 
good Aberdeen-Angus breeding herd on a 
Missouri farm. 

This demonstration was followed by a 
talk on “Cheaper Feed Through Use and 
Improvement of Pastures” by Dr. W. C. 
Etheridge, Professor of Field Crops at the 
Missouri College of Agriculture. He dis- 
cussed the use of emergency crops as a 
means of providing feed following the 
drouth period in Missouri. 

While the men were attending these dem- 


onstrations, another group of meetings for 
women were held on the Blessing lawn. 
Miss Gladys Muilenberg, also of the Mis- 
souri College, discussed the subject of 
Women’s Community Clubs” and the subject 
of “Cooking Meats.” A third program had 
been arranged to take care of the young 
people attending the picnic. This was in 
the form of baby beef judging demonstra- 
tions and organized sports. With the ap- 
proach of the noon hour, 
the King City band ren- 
dered a few selections 
while the ladies were put- 
ting the finishing touches 
on a picnic lunch. A long 
string of tables were load- 
ed with fried chicken and 
every kind of good “eats” 
usually provided at one of 
these picnics. There cer- 
tainly was no indication 
of a shortage of good food 
in northwestern Missouri. 

Following the luncheon 
all groups assembled for 
the afternoon program. 
Professor Trowbridge dis- 
cussed the subject of the 
“Missouri Live Stock 
Farmer.” He pointed out 
the im portance of live 
stock on the farm in order 
to carry on a successful 
type of agriculture in the 
state. He also reviewed 
briefly the important part 
that good live stock had 
played in the agricultural 
development in Missouri. 

George E. Jordan, of 
the Missouri Ruralist dis- 
cussed the subject “Mast- 
er Farmer.” Mr. Blessing 
is Gentry County’s repre- 
sentative in the Missouri Ruralist Better 
Farmer League. This publication offers a 
trophy each year to the county having the 
largest representative farmers meeting and 
it was assumed that Gentry County would 
this year win this trophy. 

W. H. Tomhave, Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, 
Chicago, Illinois, discussed the subject of 
“Quality in the Feed Lot.” He discussed 
the Aberdeen-Angus and live stock situation 
throughout the United States. He advocat- 
ed quality rather than quantity in success- 
ful beef production. He complimented the 
breeders in the state on the splendid work 
which has been done in Missouri in promot- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus interests and in put- 
ting the breed in the front rank in beef pro- 
duction in Missouri. 

Following this general program interest 
centered on the 4-H Baby Beef Club Show 
for Gentry County, which was held in con- 
nection with this meeting. Fifteen calves 
were entered in this contest. There were 
twelve Aberdeen-Angus, two Herefords and 
one Shorthorn. The calves were all of ex- 
cellent quality and were a real credit to this 
County club. The calves were judged by 
Professor Trowbridge. The first eight 
calves were Aberdeen-Angus.

When 
the show had finished it was found that 
the Get of Sire class had been won by sons 
and daughters of Blackcap Revolution, and 
this was reported to be the sixth time for 
him to carry this honor. His sire Earl Mar- 
shall held this coveted position some eight 
or nine times, making for father and son 
a string of wins that will perhaps never be 
duplicated by any pair of bulls of any breed 
in this country. ; 

Revolution 50th by Blackcap Revolution 
headed the aged bull class for Harrison & 
Ryan; Revolution 37th sold in the second 
winter show and sale at Chicago by Harri- 
son & Ryan to Wayland Hopley, of Atlan- 
tic, and later purchased by Elliott Brown, 
of Rose Hill, Iowa, won the two year old 
bull class. He is another son of Blackcap 
Revolution. Revolution 84th purchased by 
Elliott Brown from Harrison & Ryan, an- 
other son of Blackcap Revolution, won the 
senior yearling class and was later made 
senior and grand champion bull of the 
show. 

Blackcap Benz 6th the bull that topped 
the spring sale at Des Moines for Blake 
Brothers won the Junior yearling class—he 
is a son of Blackcap Benz 5th. Belmore 
Dale 3d a son of Black Belmore won the 
summer bull class for Miller & Kemp, and 
Burgess 4th of Page recently purchased by 
the Blake Brothers from Hartley Stock 
Farms, and a son of Glencarnock Revolu- 
tion 6th next to the top bull in the recent 
Hartley sale—and a son of Blackcap Revo- 
lution—which sold to H. D. Miller of More- 
ly, won his class and was made junior 
champion bull by Judge W. J. Kennedy who 
was called in to officiate in this class be- 
cause Judge Kenneth McGregor as manager 
of the Hartley Stock Farms, had bred the 
calf. Thus ended one of the hottest bull 
shows ever held in lowa. As a whole it was 
felt by the judge and the exhibitors alike 
that the Aberdeen-Angus showing was not 
quite up to last year. Last year however 
the Iowa show was outstanding from be- 
ginning to end. This reminds up of the re- 
mark made by a colored lad at the Iowa 
State fair as he was leading back a dairy 
bull upon which the purple ribbon had been 
hung. A visitor inquired: “Boy, what is 
that bull by?” Quickly the lad replied: 
“Man he is all by his self.” So it was with 
last year’s show. : 

While there was some laxity in the fe- 
male show also, it can be truly referred to 
as exceptionally good. Judge McGregor 
found little difficulty in selecting satisfact-

The seven aged cows was headed by 
Henry Schmuecker & Sons’ trusty old cow, 
Pinehurst Prudence 2d by Blackecap Bando- 
lier 2d.

al. We also found 100 or more great cattle 
that came from the Trigg ranches of New 
Mexico and Mr. Hall says these cattle came 
to him very thin but he will also be able to 
get a load or two of show cattle from them. 
He also had about 100 heifers that came 
from these same ranches that were wonder- 
ful, good heads, straight on the backs and a 
leg on each corner. Mr. James Curry and 
Mr. Minty both remarked that one could get 
a real string of show heifers from them. 
Mr. Hall can sure feed them and these 
Trigg cattle sure have good breeding and 
that combination makes good cattle. 

In the bull classes no one man received 
more than one blue and the Senior and 
Grand Champion bull was Black Enecho 
2d, bred and shown by the good breeder H.

of every herd of importance and every herd 
with such an ambition. If only some worthy 
builder might see his way clear to select twen- 
ty-five or thirty head of these choicest things 
and a suitable herd bull—thus keeping the cat- 
tle and the constructive policy intact—there 
should descend upon his shoulders a mantle of 
honor such as is seldom afforded. 

There is no mistaking the ability and the 
judgment of Jas. D. MecGreger as an Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle breeder. The accompanying 
picture secured at the 1927 International Fat 
Stock Show is characteristic of and demon- 
strates clearly the point I am trying to make. 
Frist let us consider the cattle and then the 
men. These cattle were all bred at Glencarnock 
and showed at the 1927 International where 
the bull, Revolution 7th won the grand cham- 
pionship, owned and shown by H. O. Harrison 
of California. Next is Blacklass of Glenear- 
nock 4th, senior champion female. Then Edella 
of Glenearnock first prize two-year-old female, 
all shown by Mr. Harrison. To the right is 
Glenearnock Jessie 9th, owned and’ shown to 
the grand championship position by Briarcliff 
Farms of Pine Plains. Thus they win wheth- 
er scattered from north to south or from Cal- 
ifornia to New York. An _ accomplishment 
never equalled by any breeder in this land.

Never was there a bull too good to 
go to Glencarnock and never did this scion 
miss an opportunity to secure the best—all 
this achievement is now at your command. I 
might suggest that the catalog will prove a 
worthy memento for within its covers will be 
revealed secrets never hitherto divulged ex- 
cept to a few most intimate fellows. Just 
drop Kenneth a line for a copy.
